Rough Legal Seas Ahead 
For Carnival Passengers

Lawsuits could be 
difficult to pursue 
in court, experts say 

Miami 

Lawsuits have been filed in this 
month’s disastrous Triumph cruise, 
but the legal deck is stacked in 
parent company Carnival’s favor, 
mainly because of the restrictive 
terms of vacationers’ tickets, gov- 
erning who can sue and where. 

Experts said Thursday that 
passengers aboard the Triumph 
— which was disabled Feb. 10 
by an engine fire that stranded 
thousands of passengers onboard 
for days in the Gulf of Mexico — 
could win if they can show that 
the cruise line was negligent in 
letting the ship sail despite past 
engine problems and that their 
mental suffering was so severe 
they had to seek care. 

“There is a good case of liability 
against Carnival,” maritime lawyer 
Robert Peltz said. “The issue real-

Backstory 

Three passenger lawsuits have 
been filed as of Thursday in this 
month’s disastrous Carnival Tri- 
umph cruise.

Fishy Sales Uncovered 


Seafood mislabeling 
is rampant in U.S., 
advocacy group says 


Washington 

If you order tuna at a D.C. res- 
taurant, chances are that half 
the time, you’ll be getting anoth- 
er, less expensive fish in its place. 
But those odds are better than if 
you had wanted snapper. Testers 
nationwide found that 87 percent 
of the time, restaurants and gro- 
cery stores were selling something 
else under that label. 

As much as one-third of seafood 
sold in restaurants and groceries is 
fraudulently labeled, according to a 
report the advocacy group Oceana 
released Thursday. The group sam- 
pled 674 retail outlets in D.C. and 20 
states between 2010 and 2012, often 
finding cheaper, farmed fish being 
sold in place of wild-caught ones. 

Steven Wilson of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Admin- 
istration’s seafood inspection pro- 
gram said he thinks the rate of

Pistorius Investigator Replaced 


Officer, facing his 
own shooting charge, 
removed from case 

Pretoria, South Africa 

Ahead of a judge’s decision on 
whether to release Oscar Pistorius on 
bail, South African police on Thurs- 
day appointed a new chief detective 
in the murder case, replacing a vet- 
eran policeman who was himself 
charged with attempted murder. 

The sensational twist in the 
state’s troubled investigation fueled 
growing public fascination with 
the case against the double-ampu- 
tee Olympian, who is charged with 
premeditated murder in the shoot- 


ing death of his girlfriend, Reeva 
Steenkamp, on Valentine’s Day. 

The abruptness of the sporting 
icon’s fall, and its gruesome cir- 
cumstances, have 
gripped a global 
audience. 

Pistorius sat 
during his bail 
hearing Thurs- 
day, mostly keep- 
ing his compo- 
sure, in contrast to 
outbursts of sobbing on previous 
days. Defense lawyer Barry Roux 
pounced on the apparent disarray 
in the state’s case, laying out argu- 
ments that amounted to a test run 
for the trial.

Gang Rape of 3 Girls Enrages India 


New Delhi 

Indian police said Thursday that 
they have launched a manhunt for 
men suspected of raping and kill- 
ing three sisters, aged 5 to 11, in 
the latest case of sexual violence 
to grip the country. 

The sisters’ bodies were found 
in a village well in Maharashtra 
state on Feb. 14 after they had gone 
missing from school, police said. 

As the victims’ mother accused 
police of a shoddy investigation, 
villagers forced shops to close, 
burned tires and blocked a high- 
way Wednesday, demanding justice. 

One police officer has been sus- 
pended for not acting promptly, 
officials said.

After the Crash 


The first question that came to Sadie Dingfelder 
as she was biking near Union Station last week 
was this: "Is he going backward?" Turns out the 
answer was yes, and a split second later, a car 
rolled into the 33-year-old, who was knocked so 
hard she dented another vehicle with her helmet 
on her way to the ground. 


The second question was one she 
put on Facebook: “What do I do?” 

Her friends provided a slew of 
responses, some joking, but most 
offering serious advice to get a police 
report and medical attention. Good 
thing, too, because Dingfelder ini- 
tially felt fine but soon realized she 
couldn’t move her left arm; the doc- 
tor told her she had a chipped bone 
and a torn tendon in her shoulder. 

The steps can seem obvious, 
but in the moment, when a cyclist 
is dazed — if not seriously injured 


— they’re often forgotten until it’s 
too late, says Greg Billings, advoca- 
cy coordinator for the Washington 
Area Bicyclist Association. 

That’s why WABA introduced 
its first mobile app. Crash Help Kit 
(free for Android and iPhone), last 
month. It walks users through col- 
lecting the driver’s information, 
phone numbers from witnesses and 
the police report number. Among 
other bells and whistles, there’s an 
emergency flashlight, a GPS tracker 
that can pinpoint the exact location 


and a medical expense calculator. 

“Hopefully, you’ll never need it,” 
Billings says, although he’s already 
used the app on the scene of other 
people’s accidents. Good Samari- 
tans can gather the info and email 
it to injured cyclists 
and to WABA, which 
plans to use the 
material for advo- 
cacy purposes. 

Cycling crashes 
aren’t exactly rare 
around here. A new 
report from the Dis- 
trict Department of 
Transportation cataloged more 
than 1,000 accidents between Jan- 
uary 2010 and March 2012. The 
blog Mvjantzen.com has the data 
mapped out, showing where it’s 
most treacherous for cyclists; the 
intersection of 14th and U streets 
Northwest landed in the top spot 
with nine accidents. 

D.C. police urge cyclists who 
have been hit to call in and report 
the problem. Here’s what Gwendo- 
lyn Crump, director of the Metro- 
politan Police Department’s office 
of communications, advised in an 
email: “If possible, from a safe van- 
tage point, take a photograph of 
the car and driver. Obtaining as 
much identifying information to 
pass on to the responding officers 
is the most important action a cit- 
izen can take.” 

Of course, the government can 
take more action. The D.C. Council 
is considering a bike bill, proposed 
Tuesday, that would assess three 
license points to drivers who fail 
to yield to cyclists with the right of 
way, and six points to drivers whose 
failure to yield results in a collision. 

With drivers more conscious 
about sharing the road, cyclists will 
feel more comfortable, which will 
lead to more bike riding and safer 
conditions for all, Billings says. 

And that will make it less scary 
for Dingfelder to get back out there.

Sequester might 
affect exhibits but 
not creature care 

Washington 

A lot of federal managers are fret- 
ting about the deep budget cuts 
that could take effect next week. 
But very few of those managers 
manage man-eaters. 

Craig Saffoe does. He has to keep 
his lions and tigers at the Nation- 
al Zoo fed. 

“We can’t just put these guys in 
a warehouse. Our collection is a liv- 
ing collection ” said Saffoe, a GS-12 
and curator of the zoo’s big cats. 


“They need to be cared for every 
day, no matter what is happening 
above our heads.” 

The National Zoo is always a 
standout during the budget bat- 
tles that periodically rock the vast 
constellation of federal agencies. 
Although not the most vital to 
national security or human wel- 
fare, the zoo and the Smithsonian 
Institution it belongs to are among 
the most visible and popular faces 
of federal Washington. 

“People really want to be sure 
that the animals are going to be 
cared for,” said zoo spokeswoman 
Pamela Baker-Masson. “We hear it 
all the time when things like this 
are in the news — phone calls.

bench player to afterthought. 

Since registering 24 minutes 
in a Feb. 1 contest against Mem- 
phis, Crawford played just 26 min- 
utes total in the seven games since, 
including four straight contests in 
which he remained on the bench 
for the entire game. 

While in exile, Crawford’s out- 
ward frustration plainly showed, 
as he spent Tuesday’s loss against

They were 
outrebounded — a rarity for Mary- 
land — and outhustled. 

“Really disappointed in our 
effort, in our ability to play with 
a little heart and more desire in a 
big game,” Turgeon said. “It was 
hard to watch.” 

Maryland (18-8, 6-7 ACC) has 


five games remaining to right its 
season. Clemson (Saturday’s oppo- 
nent), Georgia Tech and Wake For- 
est all sit below the Terps in the ACC 
standings, while North Carolina and 
Virginia, their final two opponents, 
have better conference records. 

The Terrapins likely need to 
win at least three of those games, 
and perhaps four, to avoid missing 
the NCAA tournament for three 
consecutive years, something that 
hasn’t happened in College Park 
since the program endured a two- 
year postseason ban in the early

The Washington Nationals came 
into spring training with all but 
one or two spots on their 25-man 
roster already set. They’re also a 
preseason favorite to reach the 
World Series. 

Pitcher Stephen Strasburg 
and outfielder Bryce Harper are 
two of the brightest young stars 
in the game, and veteran players 
like pitcher Dan Haren have said 
they signed with Washington in 
large part for the chance to win a 
championship. 

For players like third baseman 
Ryan Zimmerman and relief pitch- 


er Tyler Clippard, who were on 
the team when the picture wasn’t 
so rosy, the recent success of the 
defending National League East 
champions is appreciated much 
more. 

“People always ask how bad it 
was,” Zimmerman said. “I don’t 
like to use the word ‘bad’ because 
we’re in the big leagues, playing 
baseball, so it’s really not that bad. 
Losing stinks, obviously, especially 
people who compete for their job. 

“It was difficult, or frustrating. 
I guess those are two better words 
than bad.” 

The year was 2009. The Nation- 
als had just come off a season in 
which they had lost 102 games. The 
opening day lineup included Tast- 
ings Milledge in center field, Chris- 
tian Guzman at short and Ronnie 
Belliard at second. John Lannan 


was the starting pitcher. 

There were more than 80 play- 
ers in camp that year, so many 
that the team had to put tempo- 
rary lockers through the middle 
of the clubhouse. 

For Clippard, who had come 
over from the Yankees organiza- 
tion a year earlier, it was like a 
whole new world. 

“When you have a situation like 
that, where there’s really no iden- 
tity and they’re just searching for 
players to come out of the wood- 
work [because] there’s nobody 
established, you don’t really feel 
a sense of camaraderie,” Clippard 
said. “You really don’t have a team. 
It’s just a bunch of guys. 

“We were just out there. We 
couldn’t get our work in as good 
as if there were less people there. 
And it’s no blame on anybody. It 


was just the nature of the kind of 
team we were.” 

The Nationals would lose 103 
games in 2009. General manager 
Jim Bowden had surprisingly 
resigned in March, replaced by 
Mike Rizzo (who would lose the 
‘interim GM” label in August). 
Manager Manny Acta was fired 
in July and replaced by Jim 
Riggleman. 

It “was something that wasn’t 
fun for anybody,” Clippard said. 

Players knew things would turn 
around eventually. The only ques- 
tion was when. 

The progress was gradual. The 
Nationals won 69 games in 2010, 
80 games in 2011 and then had last 
year’s breakthrough with a 98-64 
record culminating with their first 
playoff appearance in Washing-

Film Review 

“Snitch” is not your typical Dwayne 
Johnson movie. 

Neither a family-friendly comedy 
— a genre the wrestier-turned-actor 
seems to have in an inescapable 
headlock — nor a flat-out action 
flick, “Snitch” requires little of its 
star other than a look of perpetual 
consternation. 

He is more than up to the task. 

Johnson plays John Matthews, 
a man who volunteers to go under- 
cover for the DEA in order to get 
the criminal sentence reduced for 
his 20-year-old son (Rafi Gavron), 
a first-time offender who has been 
caught in a drug sting and who faces 
10 years in prison under stiff man- 
datory sentencing laws. 

Although the job is dangerous, 
John is no vigilante hero. Much 
of his assignment consists of him 
driving a semi stashed with cash or 
coke. When he finally goes a tiny bit 
rogue, after being pushed deeper

Other than that role reversal, 
however, there’s little we haven’t 
seen before.

you. What are you talking about?’ ” 
he says. “And I said, 'Well, let’s try.’” 

Shin Bet is Israel’s security ser- 
vice, and Moreh’s new Oscar-nom- 
inated movie, “The Gatekeepers,” 
opening today at the Landmark the- 
aters in Bethesda and on E Street, 
consists of interviews with the last 
six living heads of the agency. What 
Moreh has done is equivalent to get- 
ting a CIA director or six to give can- 
did (and critical) opinions of U.S. pol- 
icy on camera. The film’s six subjects 
are all obviously patriots who are at 
the heart of the country’s defense 
establishment. All are convinced 
that Israel is on the wrong political 
path, that leaders have all but aban- 
doned real efforts at peacemaking. 


Moreh knew numbers were 
crucial. “I wanted to create some- 
thing that can’t be disputed,” he 
says. One former Shin Bet leader 
could be dismissed as disgruntled. 
Six are more persuasive — as evi- 
denced by the incident that spurred 
Moreh to make the movie. While 
making a film about former Israeli 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon, he was 
told that Sharon changed his mind 
about Israeli settlements in the West 
Bank after reading an interview 
with some former Shin Bet direc- 
tors that warned against his origi- 
nal course of action. “I thought: If 
it will move Sharon, it will move a 
lot of people,” Moreh says. 

So he homed in on his targets. 
He contacted Ami Ayalon, who ran 
Shin Bet in the late ’90s, and asked 
for cooperation — and in help con- 
vincing the other former leaders. 

“There is no community of Shin 
Bet,” Moreh says. “There is no club 
with cigars and whiskeys. Actually, 
they don’t like each other so much.” 

But Ayalon’s involvement got him 
an introduction, and from there he 
persuaded the other five men to dis- 
cuss torture, diplomacy, the assas- 
sination of Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin (considered one of the few 
Israeli politicians in history commit- 
ted to compromise) and what they 
see as Israel’s dishonest stance on 
its position in the conflict. 

“When you grow up in Israel, 


Immersive Action 

To avoid the drab documentary 
trap of panning across still pho- 
tos, Moreh, above, invented a cin- 
ematic technique he calls “set 
extension." He loaded the pho- 
tos into a computer to create a 3-D 
environment around them. In the 
film (accompanied by the sound 
of footsteps), the camera zooms 
into photos and explores the ter- 
rain, stepping onto the wreckage 
of a hijacked bus and examining 
it from different angles, with the 
shadowy, jerky aesthetic of a video 
game. “I wanted to give the audi- 
ence the sense of what it meant to 
be on the ground," Moreh says. f.z.

years later, where a ClAoff icial is mercilessly 
torturing a detainee. It's this harrowing 
scene that has put Bigelow and “Zero Dark 
Thirty" screenwriter Mark Boal in the middle 
of a bizarre political firestorm, with critics 
from all sides accusing them of distorting 
the role torture played in locating Osama 
bin Laden.

Sony’s Game Changer 

PC-Like PlayStation 4 
wiLL emphasize social 
gaming, Web content 


Video Games 

We know what the PlayStation 4 
can do, but not what it looks like. 
This week, Sony talked about its 
upcoming game console for the 
first time and said it will go on 
sale this holiday season. 

At a media event Wednesday, 
presenters played games that were 
projected on screens, but the PS4 
consoles were not revealed. 

Sony did say the insides of the 
PS4 will essentially be a “super- 
charged PC,” much like an Xbox. 
That’s a big departure from the old 
and idiosyncratic PlayStation design 
and should make it easier for devel- 
opers to create games. 

The adoption of PC chips means 



the new console won’t 
be able to play games 
created for any of the three 
previous PlayStations. Gamers will 
have to stream older games to the 
PS4 through the Internet. 

Other new features revolve 
around social networking and 
remote access. With one button, you 
can broadcast video of your game 
play. With remote play, you can run 
a game on the PS4 to stream over 


the Internet to 
Sony’s mobile 
PlayStation Vita. 

The goal is to make the PS4 so 
good at figuring out what games and 
other content you want that it can 
download it without being asked. 

Sony did show an updated con- 
troller that adds a touchpad and a 
“share” button. It also features a 
light bar, which means a camera 
can easily track motion control, (ap)

But the best 
grill for a small space is a charcoal 
Weber. They’re really inexpensive.

If you’re doing a certain style 
space, don’t be afraid to carry the 
theme outside. If you want a Med- 
iterranean look, put a Moroccan 
daybed out there. Or in a more 
natural space, do a hammock.

can’t-miss for fans of music history. 

Tharpe, who died in 1973, 
offered a remarkable link between 
the worlds of gospel, big band, 
rhythm and blues, boogie-woogie 
and what became known as rock 
’n’ roll. And she did so while play- 
ing raw, bluesy, muscular riffs on 
an electric guitar long before such 
performances were seen as lady- 
like or fit for a singer of spirituals. 

Her life was as colorful, tragic 
and cinematic as her performanc- 
es. Born to a poor farmer/musician 
and a self-taught evangelist, Tharpe 
was just a child when she began to 
accompany, and then quickly out- 
perform, her mother on the evan- 


gelizing circuit. Her mother took 
Rosetta out of the South, moving to 
Chicago and having a controlling 
influence on her for most of her life. 
She later married her daughter off 
to a cruel and exploitative preacher. 

Tharpe’s decision to leave that 
marriage coincided with her entry 
into the secular, often profane pop- 
ular music of New York’s Cotton 
Clubs. Her departure from pure 
gospel was seen as a betrayal. She 


continued to bridge the two worlds 
and sing spirituals as Sister Rosetta. 

“Sister” includes great (and, 
sadly, rare) archival footage of her 
performances, as well as interviews 
with peers, the children of peers and 
members of gospel groups. 

At a time when many rock histo- 
ries offer cliche-ridden meditations 
on the familiar, “Sister” offers the 
rarest of treats: unexplored territory.
